But record Communist gains of more 
than 7 per cent left open the question of 
how the country will now be governed, 
with both politicians and newspapers 
hesitating to express an opinion as final 
results were tabulated in the Sunday- 
M on day election. 
Christian Democratic party Secretary 
Benigno Zaccagnini referred to his par­ 
ty’s pre-election promises to keep the 
Communists out of government and said, 
’’The best response of a popular 
democratic party is to assure that it re­ 
mains faithful to its promises.” 
He said the Christian Democrats 
would now give priority to solving the 
country’s economic crisis and restoring 
law and order in a nation often wracked 
by kidnapings, political violence qnd 
street crime.

Veto seen 
on Angola 
UN seat 
UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (UPI) - 
The Security Council takes up Angola’s 
request for U.N. membership today but 
diplomatic observers said the United 
States would probably veto the applica­ 
tion. 
The council members decided private­ 
ly late Monday to bring the matter up for 
action — despite U.S. objections — even 
though Angola could not possibly be ad­ 
mitted until the General Assembly 
meets Sept. 21. 
Washington already has indicated its 
unwillingness to consider approving 
U.N. membership for Angola until there 
is evidence that Cuban troops are 
withdrawing from the Marxist-ruled 
southwest African nation. 
The situation was a delicate one for the 
Ford Administration. Political analysts 
believed failure to veto Angola’s bid to 
become the 145th U.N. member would be 
used by Ronald Reagan against Ford in 
their tight race for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 
A veto, however, might wreck results 
of the African fencemending trips under­ 
taken by Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and U N. Ambassador William 
Scranton, who is traveling Tuesday from 
Tanzania to Mozambique. 
The council was scheduled to send the 
Angolan application to its membership 
committee — actually the IS council 
members meeting in secret session — 
this afternoon. The council was then ex­ 
pected to meet Wednesday to vote on a 
recommendation from the committee. 
Countries are granted admission to the 
United Nations by the General Assembly 
upon the recommendation of the council, 
where a negative vote of any of the five 
permanent members — Britain, China, 
France, Soviet Union and the United 
States — can kill an application. 


Democrats, Communists and Socialists 
all called meetings over the next two 
days to consider their party positions in 
the forthcoming negotiations on forma­ 
tion of a new government. 
The Christian Democratic party new­ 
spaper ll Popolo called on the Socialists 
Tuesday to reconsider their pre-election 
refusal to enter a coalition government 
without the Communists and take part 
“in a constructive dialogue among the 
democratic forces.” 


The Communist advance of more than 
7 per cent over the last national elections 
in 1972 left open the question of how the 
country can now be governed, with both 
politicians and newspapers hesitating to 
express an opinion as final results were 
tabulated from the Sunday-Monday poll­ 
ing. 
The Christian Democrats, rebounding 
from losses they suffered in regional 
elections a year ago, rolled up a surpris­ 
ingly strong vote that equaled their 1972 
standing and put them 4 percentage 
points ahead of the Communists. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House 
Democratic leaders today recommended 
sweeping reform of fringe benefits given 
congressmen in a move to offset recent 
sex scandal allegations. 
The Democratic Steering and Policy 
Committee adopted a 13-point program 
drafted by a three-member committee 
task force. The major change would strip 
the House Administration Committee of 
power to set allowances for members. 
Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, resigned as 
chairman of the administration panel 
Monday in response to growing pressure 
from allegations by Elizabeth Ray that 
Hays put her on the committee payroll to 
serve only as his mistress. 
The policy committee, headed by 
Speaker Carl Albert, recommended the 
changes to a caucus of all House 
Democrats, which will meet Wednesday 
to act on the proposals and put them into 
effect. 
The policy committee also voted 21 too 
to nominate Rep. Frank Thompson, D- 
N.J., to succeed Hays as chairman of the 
admininstration committee. Thompson 
pledged in advance to support all the 
changes proposed by the task force. 
The power of the administration com­ 
mittee to set such items as the number of 
clerks and free trips home for members, 
as well as stationery and postage 


Cost of living increases 
by .6 per cent during May 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cost of 
living jumped 0.6 per cent in May, the 
Labor Department reported today, 
reflecting a steady three-month ac­ 
celeration of inflationary pressures on 
American consumers. 
Caused primarily by the biggest food 
price increase in IO months, the May 
consumer price increase translated into 
an annual inflation rate of 7.2 per cent. 
Administration economists, who fear a 
resurgence of inflation, were unsettled 
by the report. The administration of­ 
ficially has predicted inflation in 1976 
will not exceed 6 per cent. 
Herman Liebling, the Treasury’s top 
economist, acknowledged the May in­ 
crease was “a little bit more than ex­ 
pected.” But he insisted the actual trend 
of inflation was “overstated” by a 
number of special factors that existed 
last month. 
May’s rise in consumer prices was the 


biggest since an 0.6 per cent increase 
last November, just prior to a three 
month decline. 
Inflation has been heating up steadily 
since hitting a low point last February. 
Consumer prices rose 0.1 per cent in 
Feburary, 0.2 per cent in March, 0.4 per 
cent in April and 0.6 per cent last month. 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 169.2 
in May, an increase of 6.2 per cent from 
a year ago. That means retail goods and 
services costing $100 in 1967 now cost 
$169.20. 
^Although inflation took a bigger bite 
out of his paycheck, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said, the average wage earner 
managed to earn more in May. Real 
spendable earnings increased 1.2 per 
cent last month, the department said. 


Food prices, which declined during the 
first three months of 1976, rose sharply 
by I per cent in May. Service costs were 


up 0.4 per cent and commodities other 
than food increased 0.6 per cent — most 
of it caused by gasoline, used car and ap­ 
parel price increases. 
Consumers, nonetheless, got a break 
during May on mortgage interest rates, 
which fell for the first time since last Oc­ 
tober. This reflected lower rates on con­ 
ventional and FHA loans. 
Gasoline and motor oil prices jumped 
0.9 per cent in May, the first increase 
since last October. Many service sta­ 
tions increased their prices by a penny or 
two a gallon in late April. 
Also on the rise were the prices of ap­ 
parel, fuel oil, houses, new and used 
cars, household appliances and tobacco. 
Beef prices were up sharply in May 
along with many other grocery items, in­ 
cluding pork, poultry, cereal and bakery 
products. Coffee prices rose 4.8 per cent 
to a level 35 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
Mission Hills Water Co. 'on notice'

The State Department of Health has 
put Mission Hills Water Co. on notice for 
failure to comply with provisions of the 
permit that calls for a backup water 
system. 
A letter from A. L Ellsworth, dis­ 
trict sanitary engineer, dated June 15 
and addressed to Anton C. Gamier, 
general manager of the water company, 
declares: “Your domestic water permit 
was issued based on two wells, each 
capable of supplying the demand of the 
system. The Mission Hills Water Co., is 
not now and has not complied with this 


provision of your permit for some time.” 
Ellsworth had noted that one of the com­ 
pany’s two wells had failed. 
Ellsworth called for an engineering 
"report indicating the water supply de­ 
mand and capability for the system and 
indicate the number of service connec­ 
tions corresponding to that demand.” 
Ellsworth also called for a “timetable 
for the installation of the required ad­ 
ditional facilities." 
Jam es Sm itherm an, engineer- 
manager of the company told the Record 
Monday that he had not seen the letter 
from Ellsworth, but that in general 
terms the company is seeking engineer­ 


ing and technical data from the Thomas 
Statson engineering consultants cover­ 
ing a range of company problems. 
Ellsworth noted that one of the com­ 
pany’s wells in the Mission Hills com­ 
munity, north of Lompoc, had failed on 
April 28, and the malfunctioning had 
left the area with only one well, contrary 
to requirements of the permit. 
Smitherman said the company’s main 
well was still operating, but that a 
smaller well system was out of opera­ 
tion. 
It was uncertain how long the state 
would permit the company to operate 
with only one well.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Fierce 
fighting erupted in Beirut today shortly 
after a new evacuation convoy with some 
200 foreigners, including 20 Americans, 
left the war battered capital by road for 
Syria. 
The fighting—described by neutral 
sources as major— broke out despite the 
arrival Monday of a 1,000-man advance 
party of an Arab League force to police a 
truce, the 39th such fragile cease-fire in 
the 14-month-old Lebanses civil war. 
Mortar fire could be heard throughout 
Beirut. The shells showered down on 
Moslem-held and Christian-held dis­ 
tricts, creating new ruins in residential 
and business areas. 
The fighting centered around pockets 
held by the Moslem and leftist forces in 
Christian districts. Both sides accused 
the other of beginning the attack. 
Fighting centered around two Moslem 
pockets in eastern Beirut, the Nabaa 
area and the Tai Zaatar refugee camp 
held by Palestinian guerrillas. 
A spokesman for the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization said at least 4,000 men 
backed by tanks were attacking the 
Palestinian positions 
He said heavy casualties were inflicted 
on the attackers. 
The leftist Moslems thought the 
rightist Christians might be trying to 
wipe out Moslem pockets in Christian 
territory before the Arab peace-keeping 
force set up buffer zones. 
The foreigners leaving Beirut were 
escorted by Palestinian and Arab es­ 
corts. 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(UPI) — Police reported isolated stoning 
and arson in black townships around Pre­ 
toria today, rekindling racial distur­ 
bances that have raged for almost a 
week 
Two buildings were set on fire at the 
Mamelodi black township north of 
Pretoria, where violence flared anew 
Monday after a weekend lull. 
More stoning was reported at Ga- 
Rankuwa, about IO miles northwest of 
the capital, and a truck reportedly was 
set afire. 
Justice and Police Minister Jimmy 
Kruger told parliament IO blacks were 
killed Monday in the renewed clashes, 
bringing the five-day toll to 140 dead — 
all but two of them black. 
Police said 50 of the black victims 
were shot by police, who fired directly 
into the rampaging mobs on several oc­ 
casion. 
Some 1,128 persons were injured and 
894 arrested. Insurance companies es­ 
timated the damage at $94.5 million. 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Sharply at­ 
tacking the federal courts, President 
Ford today pledged to submit to 
Congress in the next few days legislation 
limiting jurisdiction of judges to order 
school busing for racial integration. 
The national convention of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce cheered lustily 
when the President said: “A few of our 
courts have wandered so far into local 
busing controversies that they are prac­ 
tically running our local school boards.” 
"There is no reason why we can’t wipe 
out the vestiges of discrimination and at 
the same time minimize busing of our 
children,” Ford said in a speech to the 
1,600 Jaycees. 
Ford’s brief trip to Indianapolis was 
billed as nonpolitical and in no way part 
of his ongoing courtship of uncomm- 
ited 
Republican convention delegates 
in his tight race with Ronald Reagan for 
the presidential nomination. 
The courts have ordered some school 
busing in Indianapolis, and it is a touchy 


issue here. Indiana, one of the most 
Republican of all Midwest states, dealt 
the President a severe blow in its 
primary when it awarded Reagan 45 
GOP delegates and the President only 
nine. 
But Ford was warmed by a four- 
minute ovation from the Jaycees and he 
quickly turned to some of the main 
themes of his campaign. 
The President blasted "government in­ 
trusion” in the lives of Americans. "The 
time has come to roll back big govern­ 
ment," he said 
He was particularly vehement on con­ 
trol of the economy. 
“The United States economy has been 
on a long roller coaster ride, up one year 
and down the next,” he said. 
He urged the Jaycees to put pressure 
on Congress to extend the present tax cut 
after it expires July I, and to appeal for 
the $10 billion increase in the tax cut and 
make it permanent, which he has 
proposed

handling of business and residential waste material. TTiis is a personal responsibility 
as well as one of city government,” she believes. 
When a resident allows his trash to blow onto other people’s property, this shows he 
has forgotten his responsibility as a citizen and a neighbor, maintains the young 
writer. 
“Every citizen is expected to do his share toward keeping the city clean," she 
writes. “However, many citizens feel that this is not their problem.” 
Lompoc businessmen, Miss Vails continued, have the responsibility of keeping 
their business establishments modem and in good repair; but, while many are doing 
so, others are letting their businesses become run down and outdated. 
She indicates in the report that Lompoc lacks a year-around theme to motivate 
residents to keep their property as clean as they do during the annual Flower 
Festival. 
“Lompoc, with its history, flowers, beaches, and relationship to Vandenberg and 
the Western Test Range should have no problem in developing a theme or image to 
promote tourism and develop in its citizens of feeling of community pride,” states 
Miss Vails.

She warns that if Lompoc does not choose such a theme, the city will “end up like 
other cities which grow to be simply large, dirty towns.” 
The report singles out the efforts of the Beautification Commission to improve 
Lompoc’s appearance and lists the commission’s recent beautification projects — 
some of which have met with resistance. 
“Some businessmen claim that the commission is trying to put them out of 
business because the commission urges them to keep the amount of (business) signs 
to a minimum,” reports Miss Vails. 
She explains, “The commission is afraid that the city could take on the appearance 
of a city like Las Vegas with too many large bright signs.” 
The consequence of this resistance is that “many places in Lompoc are already 
cluttered with signs,” she commented. 
Miss Vails, a student of science teacher Bruce A. Beebe, mentions Ed Brooks, city 
planning technician and secretary to the commission, and the Lompoc Record as 
sources for the report. 
Her “most obvious” report conclusion is that she has found “the majority of the 
people in Lompoc do not care enough about the appearance of their city.”

A majority of residents don’t care how Lompoc looks, according to a report handed 
out last night at the Lompoc Beautification Commission meeting. 
This is evident, suggests the report, in the city’s “messy appearance” which has 
been created by “excessive trash, outdated buildings, and general carelessness on 
the part of many citizens.” 
The report contends that many city businessmen do not want to help improve Lom­ 
poc’s looks. Instead, they “care about promoting their business more than improving 
their surroundings and those of the people that they depend on to keep their busines­ 
ses going.” 
Author of the nine-page document is Teresa Vails, a seventh grader at Vandenberg 
Junior High School. 
The report was undertaken as a science project by Miss Vails who has a sensitive 
eye for Lompoc’s “excessive trash and garbage from overturned trash containers, 
unkempt lawns and property, old buildings, and abandoned cars and machinery 
(which) have a bad effect on neighborhood and community relations." 
“The amount of blowing trash and various litter seems to stem from the poor 


Natural childbirth advantages are many

Someone once said to Jaci Hyatt that 
childbirth education, like sex education, 
should be discouraged. It takes all the fun 
out of the experience. 
That someone was a man. 
According to Ms. Hyatt, fear and ex­ 
cruciating pain for 12 hours of labor is no 
fun, especially when it is unnecessary. 
But this was the kind of attitude she en­ 
countered ll years ago when she moved to 
Lompoc and wanted to teach a childbirth 
class. 
Even obstetricians in those days were 
cool toward the idea of their patients at­ 
tending such classes. Some still are today. 
“I don’t know why,” she said recently. 
"For some reason it is threatening to 
some doctors.” 
Today a popular class in the Lompoc 
Adult School is “Prepared Childbirth” 
taught by Ms. Hyatt on the Lompoc Senior 
High School campus and by Mrs. Susan 
Lind at Vandenberg AFB. 
Both instructors stress childbirth 
without drugs. This is known as natural 
childbirth. 
Ms. Hyatt doesn't use the word natural 
in her course title because there is a 
“stigma thing” about the term “natural 
childbirth.” 
“Doctors get uptight and some women 
get uptight too; they think they will have 
to grin and bear it,” she said. 
Yet local obstetrician Dr. W B. Jamison 
confirms that natural childbirth is so pop­ 
ular with young people today it has 
become "the most current vogue of 
delivery.” 
“I think in most cases it is favorable for 
both the mother and baby,” he added. 
Those in the vogue reject childbirth with 
drugs as potentially harmful to the mother 
and the baby. 
“To i ’lieve pain during labor, doctors 
often use barbiturates, tranquilizers or 
narcotics such as Demerol,” reports 
Woman’s Day magazine. “All affect the 
baby’s central nervous system and 
respiration. If too much medication is 
given, the infant may be bom depressed — 
listless, limp and bluish — and may have 
to be revived with oxygen. In such cases, 
brain damage is a possibility. Further­ 
more, childbirth drugs can remain in the 
baby’s body for days after birth and have a 
measurable effect on the newborn’s 
behavior and ability to adjust to its sur­ 
roundings.” 
There is a substitution for drugs in 
natural childbirth as it is practiced today; 
a woman is not expected to endure labor 
and delivery in a martyr fashion. 
That substitution is breathing control

and relaxation as per the Grantly Dick- 
Reed and La Maze methods, which make 
labor and delivery relatively “peaceful” 
experiences, states Ms. Hyatt. These 
techniques are taught in both classes. 
Ms. Hyatt believes there are no disad­ 
vantages to natural childbirth. 
“That was the way it was meant to be,” 
she said. 
Childbirth developed into a drug-steeped 
experience over the years, said Dr. 
Jamison, because childbirth became as­ 
sociated with the word pain, an idea that a 
lot of women didn’t like. 
“It became a challenge for the doctor to 
make the patient extremely comfortable. 
Drugs were used in sufficient doses to 
eliminate the pain. 
“Twenty-five years ago women didn’t 
want to experience pain , now they want to 
participate actively in the delivery,” said 
the doctor. 


Mrs. Lind said she stresses childbirth 
without drugs, but a mother should not 
feel she failed if, because of medical com­ 
plications, a minimum of drugs was 
needed. 
“The goal is a healthy baby, not to be a 
martyr,” she stated. 
The advantages of natural childbirth are 
many, affirms Ms. Hyatt, a mother of 
three. The woman knows what is happen­ 
ing to her body so fear is minimized (she 
knows because the subject is covered in 
class); feels alive and awake after the 
delivery; heals faster; experiences less 
pain and the mother and baby do not suffer 
from drug side effects or possible serious 
reactions. 
Mrs. Lind comments that many preg­ 
nant women unfortunately know little out­ 
side of old wives’ tales about what is going 
to happen to them during labor and 
delivery. 


“Women grow up with the idea you go in 
the hospital and they take care of the 
delivery, but you are in trouble if you don’t 
know how to control yourself,” said Ms. 
Hyatt. 
Dr. Jamison says that a woman who 
comes to the hospital prepared for a 
natural childbirth has a feeling of par­ 
ticipation in the delivery and does not rely 
totally (rn the doctor. Consequently, she is 
less fearful. 
“The fear in delivery is what makes 
most women ‘go ape’ as they say,” he 
stated. 
Ms. Hyatt said, “It is tension that 
produces pain in labor.” 
Besides breathing and relaxation 
techniques, Ms. Hyatt and Mrs. Lind teach 
newborn care and breastfeeding “because 
it is natural.” 
The ages of women who attend the clas­ 
ses vary. 
"They are as young as 15 and as old as 
40. Twenty-five is the middle range,” 
remarked Mrs. Hyatt. 
Most husbands attend along with their 
wives. 
Greg Hyatt, Jaci’s husband, believes 
that the natural childbirth movement has 
to do with liberation of women. 
He said, “Perhaps the reason it is not 
supported by some doctors is because they 
feel a basic superiority and they want to 
maintain that superiority.” 
Rights are mentioned in connection with 
natural childbirth. Young couples are 
requesting the husband be allowed in the 
delivery room, in addition to voicing their 
preference on how the labor and delivery 
will be managed. 
“All your rights are taken away in the 
hospital,” exclaimed Ms. Hyatt. “Your 
baby is taken away until they are ready to 
give him back. The daddy is not allowed to 
touch the baby until it goes home. Doctors 
will say it is because of infection, but 
hospitals that do it have found no increase 
in infection and everybody’s happy.” 
She explained that a reason husbands 
should be in the delivery room is because 
“nobody in there cares that much about 
the mother.” The doctor and nurses only 
care about the lower part of the mother’s 
body. 
As far as Dr. Jamison is concerned, it is 
very satisfactory to have the father in the 
delivery room. 
“It keeps mother much more emotional­ 
ly confident to know her husband is shar­ 
ing in the delivery,” he said. 
Some doctors today still refuse to allow 
the husband to stand by his wife during the 
delivery, but Greg says he feels closer to 
his children because of the experience of 
seeing them born.

County supervisors, sitting as 
the County Water Agency ap­ 
proved an agreement Monday 
to have an environmental 
engineering firm produce a con­ 
junctive use study of the Santa 
Ynez River system and 
selected groundwater basins. 
Seen as a vital part of the 
county’s overall Program Ac­ 
tion for Water Resources Plan­ 
ning, the study will have a max­ 
imum cost of 9100,000 covered 
by present and future funding. 
Recommending the agree­ 
ment with CDM, Inc. was 
Water Agency Engineer- 
Manager Charles H. Lawrence. 
Groundwater basins in the 
Santa Ynez Valley and the coun­ 
ty's South Coast are involved in 
the study. 
Lawrence recommended the 


CDM, Inc. — produced study 
after being directed last May 3 
to begin negotiations with the 
firm. Lawrence said the project 
could be carried out in two 
phases. 
' 
The in it ia l phase, he 
declared, would take about 
three months and would make 
recommendations as to possible 
benefits, detriments, risks and 
other impacts of a potential 
conjunctive use program. Cost 
calling for this is $35,000. 
If found justified, the second 
stage project would be carried 
out, representing more refined 
findings.

Edmund Muskie, D-Maine. 
In the end, Muskie backed 
down late Monday after two 
test votes — 53 to 39 and 49 to 42 
— showed that Long had the 
strength to overcome any ac­ 
tion designed to enforce the

C o m m itte e ’s 
recommendation that tax 
legislation raise at least $2 
billion in new revenue through 
tax reform.

But the fight showed 
that the Budget Committee still 
Massachusetts 
strike continues 


BOSTON (UPI) - An illegal 
strike by thousands of public 
employes went into its second 
day today, disrupting services 
at state institutions and some 
agencies. 
State officials estimated 
nearly 20,000 employes walked 
out Monday — despite a 1974 
law prohibiting strike by state 
employes — to dramatize de­ 
mands for increased pay. 
Prisons and state hospitals 
were hardest hit along with 
w elfare o ffic e s and the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles by 
the first statewide employe 
Strike in M assachusetts’ 
history. 
State troopers were told to 
take over full operation at all 
state prisons early today. 
Workers and union leaders ig­ 
nored a judge’s order Monday 
to end the strike. Suffolk 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
Morse said he would rule today 
on a Labor Relations Commis­ 
sion motion to add the state 
negotiators to Morse’s injunc­ 
tion as defendants in the case, 
thus making them equally 
liable for refusing to enter 
bargaining. 
The state Office of Human 
Services said it would send 
sandwiches into mental health 
facilities, where there are 
major problems with dietary 
staffs, to assure there would be 
enough food for patients. 
Morse ordered mediation 


between the state and the 
Alliance, a coalition of unions 
representing striking employes, 
if the two sides readied an im­ 
passe in bargaining, which they 
apparently had. 
Gov. Michael Dukakis insist­ 
ed negotiations would not 
resume until the strike ended. 
“I don’t see how meaningful 
negotiations can take place 
with a strike,” Dukakis said. 
“That doesn’t mean we’ll cut 
off all communications.” 
An estimated 16,000 of 27,000 
employes in welfare agencies 
and hospitals stayed away from 
jobs Monday. 
State officials said pickets 
threatened persons arriving at 
some institutions. State police 
were stationed at public and 
mental health institutions at 
times of shift changes. 
The strike divided friends, 
with some union employes at 
their desks while colleagues 
marched outside in tempera­ 
tures in the high 80s. 
“I do feel a little guilty in 
coming to work and noticing 
other people out there stri­ 
king,” said Vivian Sanders, an 
employe at the downtown of­ 
fices of the Mental Health 
Department. 
“I think in a sense I am 
obligated to my job,” she said. 
“I still felt that somebody still 
has to carry on the work, par­ 
ticularly when it’s connected 
with health.” 
Lebanon evacuation 
ship reaches Athens 


ATHENS (UPI) - With 
white-shifted sailors lining the 
rails and the American flag 
snapping sharply in the wind, 
the U.S.S. Spiegel Grove eased 
into the Athens harbor of 
Piraeus today carrying 276 
evacuees from war-shattered 
Lebanon. 
“All engines stop,” Com­ 
mander Vernon R. Bush, the 
ship’s commanding officer, 
barked as the steel-gray 11,200- 
ton amphibious assault ship sl­ 
ipped into a dock below the 
parched brown hills of Greece. 


His passengers, many of 
whom had been (rn deck since 
sunrise for the climax of the 48- 
hour rescue operation, broke 
into broad grins and applause. 
“It feels great. It’s just great 
to be here and alive,” Vicki 
Ulrey, a school teacher from 
Mt. Vernon, Ohio, said. 
“I know it sounds corny but I 
was in tears when that flag 
went up this morning,” Paul 
Gamerian of Washington, D.C.,

“My home was hit by three 
rockets the morning the ship 
left Beirut. It’s probably still 
burning now. But its a great 
feeling to know that the Navy 
was there to pull us out.” 
Gamerian, an economics 
professor at the American 
University of Beirut, said he 
was going back to Washington 
“to make a new start.” 
U.S. Ambassador to Greece 
Jack Kubisch boarded the ship 
to welcome the arrivals and 
said he had “put the entire 
resources of American officials 
and the U.S. embassy” at their 
disposal. 
British, French, Italian and 
Greek consular officials also 
went aboard to help their 
nationals find housing and tran­ 
sportation. 
The Spiegel Grove eased into 
the harbor with a Greek pilot on 
the bridge and two tugboats 
nudging and tooting her against 
the military dock six miles 
from the center of Athens. 
Mars snow' seen likely 


PASADENA, CaUf. (UPI) — 
In a finding of encouragement 
to the search for life, America’s 
Viking I has discovered the 
lowlands of Mars hold much 
more water vapor than sur­ 
rounding highlands 
It may 
even “snow” at times. 
Viking’s three-legged landing 
section is scheduled to descend 
to one of those promising basins 
on July 4. 
The spacecraft switched to a 
picture-taking orbit around 
Mars Monday and was begin­ 
ning its reconnaissance by tak­ 
ing 58 black and white shots of 
the Chry se landing area today. 
Its two telescopic television 
cameras wiU continue to in­ 
spect the site through July I. 
Viking’s water sensor and a 
heat mapper also were begin­ 
ning scanning today, including 
surveys of the Chryse basin 
where it now is summer. 
Dr. C. Barner Farm er, 
Viking’s water vapor mapping 
chief, said measurements taken 
as Viking approached Mars last 
week showed two large north­ 
ern hemisphere depressions 
resembling ancient drainage 


basins had “many times” more 
water vapor in the overlying at­ 
mosphere than the planet as a 
whole. 
“To me. the exciting thing is 
this variability,” he said in an 
interview after announcing the 
findings Monday. “This is the 
key that there are more in­ 
teresting pUces (on Mars) than 
others. Life without water is 
unimaginable.” 
However, the amount of 
water in Mars’ tenuous atmos­ 
phere is tiny compared to that 
in earth’s much more dense air. 
Farmer suggested water 
vapor hi the martian basins ex­ 
ists as frost in Mars’ cold nights 
and 
v a p o ri z es 
when 
temperatures warm in the 
daytime.

The first congressional budg­ 
et resolution ordered the 
Finance Committee to hold its 
tax bill to a revenue loss of $15.3 
billion. In its report accom­ 
panying the bill, the Budget 
Committee said this should be 
accomplished through ex­ 
tending tax cuts at $17.3 billion, 
offset by $2 billion in revenue- 
raising 
“ reform” amend­ 
ments. 
The Finance Committee, 
however, raised only $1 billion 
in new revenue. To keep within 
the $15.3 billion ceiling, the 
Finance panel ended one ele­ 
ment of the tax cut on July I, 
1977, three months before the 
end of the fiscal year. 
Although it was assumed that 
Congress would extend the full 
cut next year, the action put 
Long’s committee technically 
in compliance with the budget 
resolution. 
Muskie challenged Long by 
moving to extend the full tax 
cut now, throwing the bill above 
the budget ceiling. Ttiis, he felt, 
would force the Senate to add 
reform amendments to make 
up for the revenue loss. 
Long tried a countermove 
that would allow the Secretary 
of the Treasury to determine 
whether extending the full tax 
cut would push the budget out of 
line with the intent of Congress 
After the preliminary votes 
went against Muskie, both 
amendments were withdrawn 
and the Senate recessed for the 
night. 


Flu vaccine 
ruled safe 


ATLANTA (UPI) — The new 
swine flu vaccine is safe and ef­ 
fective, according to the Direc­ 
tor of the National Center for 
Disease Control. 
Dr. David Sencer said the 
vaccine, being made available 
to all Americans to prevent an 
outbreak of the virus, “is potent 
and the level of reaction is 
practically zero.” 
“We are convinced that we 
have developed a safe vac­ 
cine,” Sencer told a civic club 
luncheon Monday. 
Sencer said he could not 
predict whether there will be an 
outbreak of the disease this 
winter, but that all people born 
since 1920 could contract the 
virus. 
Experts say the swine flu is 
similar to the virus that caused 
the 1918-T9 Spanish 
flu epi­ 
demic that caused 21 million 
deaths worldwide, 500,000 in the 
United States.

House ok's veterans' 
pension hike 351-0 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House wants 3.5 million Ameri­ 
can war veterans, their survi­ 
vors and dependents to have an 
8 per cent increase in pensions 
and disability compensation. 
By a vote of 351-0, the House 
Monday approved one bill to 
provide a blanket 8 per cent 
cost-of-living increase in com­ 
pensation rates covering veter­ 
ans or the widows and depen­ 
dent children of veterans who 
died of service-connected 
causes, 
A companion bill, passed on a 
354-0 vote, would make perma­ 
nent an interim 8 per cent in­ 
crease in nonservice connected 
pension payments passed 
earlier but due to expire Sept. I, 
and would provide another 7 per 
cent increase effective next 
Jan. I. 
Both measures, sent to the 
Senate, were intended to 
recover the buying power of 
compensations and pensions 
eroded by inflation. The com­ 
bined estimated cost of the bills 
was $807 million for the next 
fiscal year. 
More than 2.2 million veter­ 
ans of wars as far back as 
World War I are covered by dis­ 
ability compensation intended 
to make up for their impaired 
earning capacity for war- 
related causes. 
The pension bill was expected 
to affect about I million 
veterans and about 1.25 million 
widows, children and dependent 
parents.

West Point code 
breakdown charged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rep. Thomas Downey, D-N.Y., 
said today the U.S. Military 
Academy Honor Code has 
broken down and produced 
“carefree cheating” which 
could involve Marty half of next 
year’s senior class. 
"Not only did these cadets 
cheat, they cheated freely and 
openly, often copying test 
papers of others verbatim,” the 
27-year-old congressman told 
the Senate Military Manpower 
subcommittee. 
“This kind of carefree cheat­ 
ing on so vast a scale can only 
tell us one thing: It’s easy to 
cheat at West point and get 
away with it,” Downey said. 
Downey spent two days at 
West Point last month conduct­ 
ing an on-the-spot investigation 
of the cheating scandal which 
so far has involved 171 cadets. 
At <me point, Downey sug­ 
gested the scandal could in­ 
volve as many as 400 of the 823 
members of the class of 1977. 
He said one unnamed cadet 
had v is ite d him in his 
Washington office, acknowl­ 


edged he had cheated, given 
details of widespread cheating 
at the Academy, and added, 
“They are never going to get 
me.” 
Downey urged a reform of the 
code which requires cadets to 
report all instances of cheating 
they know about on pain of com­ 
mitting a violation themselves. 
Violations are punished by a 
single penalty: expulsion. 
After Downey had completed 
his testimony, Rear Adm. Kin- 
naird R. McKee,, superin­ 
tendent of the U.S. Naval 
Academy, outlined the Annapo­ 
lis “Honor Concept.” 
The Annapolis system, more 
flexible than the West Point 
code, allows discretion not to 
report an offense, and the alter­ 
native of informal counselling.

U.S. track team 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - Ralph Mann, who has been there 
and knows what it’s all about, put winning an Olympic berth 
in perspective, although his career had come to an end. 
After finishing sixth in the 400-meter hurdles, an event in 
which he was the silver medalist at the 1972 Games in 
Munich, Mann said, including Jim Bolding in his analysis, 
"We’ve had our share of glory, so now it’s time to pass it on 
to the youngsters coming up." 
And to this point, the U.S. Olympic Track and Field Trials 
have been dominated by America’s new crop of stars, 
fellows such as Harvey Glance, Houston McTear and Edwin 
Moses and Kathy McMillan, Sherron Walker, Chandra 
Cheesborough and Evelyn Ashford among the women. 
But the oldsters haven’t been denied. However, their 
Olympic berths have been won in the field events which 
traditionally are dominated by the over 30 generation. 
World record holder Mac Wilkins, John Powell and Jay 
Silvester finished 1-2-3 in the discus, which was not all that 
surprising except for Silvester’s big comeback at age 38, in 
the first final on Monday’s program, but before the long day 
was over such lesser knowns as Moses and Brenda Morehead 
had scored big victories, proving Mann correct, 
There is a definite changing of the guard going on during 
these Trials which will determine the U.S. team for the 
Games at Montreal next month. 
Morehead, a rattier oldish 23-year-old sophomore from Ten­ 
nessee State, was a real revelation, running literally with the 
wind to post an eyepopping 11.08 in the women s IOO meter 
final. That’s only four-one hundreds of a second off the 
world record for electronic time. The hand timers caught 
her in 10.8, which tied the record set by Renate Steelier of 
East Germany in 1973. 


A few minutes earlier, Moses, who is 20, won the men’s 
400-meter hurdles in 48.30. That’s the third fastest time ever 
for the event being beaten only by John Akii-Bua’s 47.82 in 
the 1972 Olympic Games at Munich and David Hemery’s 
48.12 in the 1968 Games at Mexico City. 
"I figured if I ran my race the way I’m capable," said 
Moses, who failed to qualify for the NCAA Championships 
and was fourth in the AAU, "somebody would have to break 
the American record to beat me." 
Cheeseborougi was second to Morehead in the IOO while 
Ashford was third. Quentin Wheeler was second to Moses 
and Michael Shine was third. Those aren’t exactly household 
names—yet—but they could be a month from now. 
Wilkins took the discus with a throw of 224-2, well under his 
world mark of 232-6, but he won easily as former record 
holders Powell and Silvester proved no real challenge. 
Powell had a best of 220-11 and Silvester, who is happy with 
his fourth Olympic berth, had a best of 212-5. 
Rick Wohlhuter, James Robinson and Mark Enyeart 
finished 1-2-3 as expected in the 800 with Wohlhuter, who fell 
in a heat of the 800 at the Munich Games four years ago, win­ 
ning in the good time of 1:44.78. Wohlhuter got up after fall­ 
ing at Munich and barely missed qualifying by finishing 
fourth. That earned him a bigger hand than the winner of the 
heat. 
Meanwhile, Glance, who won the IOO on Sunday, breezed 
through the first two rounds of the 200 and is the big favorite 
to win the event today, while Jane Frederick jumped in front 
after three events of the Pentathlon, scoring a total of 2,715 
points through the high hurdles, shot put and high jump. 
They wind up the Pentathlon today with the long jump and 
200-meter dash.

U.S. team's 
swim hopes 
on the rise 
LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - Just in 
case America’s swimmers needed an ex­ 
tra boost in momentum going into the 
Montreal Olympics, Shirley Babashoff 
and Brian Goodell took care of it. 
On the final night of the U.S. Trials, 
Babashoff, 19, and the 17-year-old 
GoodeU set world records with sizzling 
performances. 
“ I think this gives everybody a lot 
more confidence,” Babashoff said. "It 
shows everybody what can be done." 
America’s swimming queen took away 
East German Petra Thurmer’s world 
800-meter freestyle mark in 8:39.63 and 
GoodeU, a high school junior and a Mis­ 
sion Viejo (Calif.) Nadadores’ teammate 
of Babashoff, erased Australian Steve 
HoUand’s world record in the 1,500 
freestyle in 15:06.66 The old records 
were 8:40.68 and 15:10.89. 
"I believe a sub 15-minute 1,500 is pos­ 
sible," said Goodell. 
Monday night’s dazzling clockings by 
the teen-age pair brought to four the 
total number of world records during the 
six-day trials. There also were 13 
American records. 
Technically, there was a fifth world 
record, too. Bobby Hackett of Yonkers, 
N.Y., who was second in the 1,500 in 
15:12.75, broke another Holland mark 
when he swam the first 800 meters in 
8:02.91. 
"I figured it would take a world record 
to win," said Goodell, who set a world 
mark in the 400-meter freestyle Friday 
night. "Early in the day, I sat around and 
imagined what the crowd would be like. 
Then I listened to the crowd cheering 
Shirley on and it was great. When a 
crowd is cheering for you, it helps. It 
really sparks you." 
Babashoff, a sophomore at Golden 
West College, entered five events here. 
She won all five—the IOO, MO, 400 and 800 
freestyle races and the 400-meter in­ 
termediate medley. In addition to the 
five, she’ll swim on the sprint and 
medley relays at Montreal. 
Her8Qp freestyle time was particularly 
satisfying since the East German women 
had swept all the American world 
records off the books at their trials in 
East Berlin this month. 
"A lot of people didn’t think we could 
beat any of their times," said Babashoff, 
who has insisted that the U.S. girls will 
beat their East German competition in 
Canada. "Well, this just proved we can." 
Asked if she minded being referred to 
as a female Mark Spitz, she smiled, "He 
didn’t swim the 800." 
In a race in which former world record 
holder Tim Shaw finished eighth, 
Goodell proved he might be this 
country’s No. I male swimmer at 
Montreal. Backstroker John Naber of 
Menlo Park, Calif., set the other world 
record here.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - CharUe 
Finley says his 610 million damage suit 
against baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn’s ruling that he can’t sell his high- 
priced players will be filed within the 
next few days.

Dahlmann’s .406 (26-for-64) average 
was the highest single season mark ever 
for a Cabrillo player.

The 6-0, 190-pound senior was drafted 
by the Pittsburgh Pirates in the 27th 
round last week, but as yet has made no 
decision on whether to sign. 
Dahlmann was an especially potent 
hitter in league play, hitting .477 (21-for- 
44), the second best league average — 
(Glen Neal, Lompoc, hit .500). 
Dahlmann led the league in base hits 
(21) and runs scored (15). 
A versatile athlete, Ray was Cabrillo’s 
football quarterback. 
Bishop, a 6-2,185-pound senior, hit .448 
overall to nail down the first team slot. 
He was named the Northern League’s 
MVP, with a .400 average, including two 
homers, three triples and 14 RBIs. He 
also did some pitching.

Finley, Richman say; 
Chalk up an 'E' on Kuhn

NEW YORK (UPI) - One of the biggest weaknesses that 
can be shown by any leader of a nation, movement, industry 
or sport is inconsistency in making decisions because that 
only invites chaos. Right there is where Bowie Kuhn may 
have let himself get picked off first base by Charlie Finley. 
Kuhn claimed he was acting in baseball s "best interest" 
last Friday when he canceled Finley’s sales of Joe Rudi and 
RolUe Fingers to the Red Sox and Vida Blue to the Yankees 
for 63 5 million. 
There is great doubt whether Kuhn can do that legally, and 
that thought certainly must have occurred to him, so he 
chose to do it under the authority vested in him as baseball 
commissioner. Even in that capacity his ruling is open to 
question since it is utterly inconsistent with the fact he never 
has seen fit to void any other baseball deal on the same 
grounds before. 
If he acted purely because the money involved seemed to 
him to be getting out of hand, how can he justify the fact he 
stood by and did absolutely nothing when Catfish Hunter 
went to the Yankees for 63 million? Technically, that was a 
sale, too. Hunter sold himself to the Yanks Did Kuhn see 
that as being in the "best interest’’ of baseball? 
What about Andy Messersmith going to the Braves for 61 
million? The commissioner didn’t knock that one out, either. 
His action now emerges all the more unilateral because he 
never moved a millimeter to interfere when Finley was pay­ 
ing out his money for players to other clubs, when the cash 
flow was the other way around. 
"He says I’m hurting my ball club by selling my players, 
but how come there wasn’t a peep out of him when I gave 
Bob Short of the Washington Senators 6300,000 in 1971 for 
Mike Epstein and Darold Knowles?" Finley wants to 
know, "Does he have some kind of double standard where 
it’s all right for me to pay someone else for his ball players 
but where I’m not allowed to get paid for mine?" 
Tom Yawkey, the Red Sox owner, makes a good point. 


"I fail to see the difference between buying a player for 
the 625,000 waiver price and buying one for 61 million," he 
says. 
Charlie Finley has taken a lot of criticism for being 
money hungry but there is evidence the other way around as 
well. There have been days when the weather was so bad in 
Oakland and the crowd so small, it would’ve been to Finley’s 
financial advantage to postpone the game, but if lie felt the 
chances of winning outweighed the possibility of losing, he 
always went right ahead and played the game. 
I asked Charlie Finley why he felt compelled to sell Rudi, 
Fingers and Blue when he did, knowing he has had good of­ 
fers for all three long before this but had always turned them 
down. 
"It’s simple," he said. "You have to remember I have 
never been interested in selling ball players. At the beginn­ 
ing of the season if you recall I made a deal with Baltimore I 
gave up (Reggie) Jackson and (Ken) Holtzman for three 
players. Had I wanted to sell players simply for the sake of 
selling them, I could’ve easily sold them " 
That’s absolutely true. The Meta made Finley an enor­ 
mous money offer for Jackson and were turned down. 
"I wasn’t interested in selling my players," he repeated. 
"When they didn’t sign their contracts, though, I tried to 
make trades for them, which I felt would help my ball club. I 
tried right up to the trading deadline and when I couldn’t 
make those trades, I had no alternative." 
Now Charlie Finley is suing Bowie Kuhn and baseball for 
610 million, charging restraint of trade. 
He’s anxious to see what happens at the end of the season 
when those players of his who haven’t signed become free 
agents 
"Do you think our great Commissioner Kuhn can be con­ 
sistent^" Charlie Finley posed the question. "Do you think 
he Witt say to these players ‘You can’t jump to the other 
club, you gotta stay with Finley?’"

IOWA CITY, Iowa (UPI) -

Dent finished in a six-way tie 
for first at the end of 18 holes, 
then sank a pressure 15-foot 
putt for an eagle on the second 
hole of a sudden death playoff 
to win it. He had stayed alive in 
the playoff by dropping in a 25- 
foot putt for a birdie on the first 
hole. 
“I was lucky I made two good 
putts,” said Dent. “That was 
the difference.” 
Dent, veteran Frank Beard, 
defending VIP champ Bobby 
Mitchell, Mason Rudolph, Mark 
Hayes and Charles Coody each 
carded a six-under-par 66 on the 
Finkbine Course to tie for the 


lead at the end of 18 holes. 
' Only Beard and Dent, who 
had to be called bade to the 
course from his hotel room, 
survived the first hole of the 
playoff. Then after Dent’s 15- 
footer rolled into the cup on the 
par-five, 520-yard No. 2 hole, 
Beard missed a six-footer and 
the match was over. 
“It just hit a bad putt,” Beard 
said. 
Beard and the four others in 
the playoff each received $1,660 
of the $25,000 purse. 
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EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - Ralph Mann, who has been there 
and knows what it’s all about, put winning an Olympic berth 
in perspective, although his career had come to an end. 
After finishing sixth in the 400-meter hurdles, an event in 
which he was the silver medalist at the 1972 Games in 
Munich, Mann said, including Jim Bolding in his analysis, 
“We’ve had our share of glory, so now it’s time to pass it on 
to the youngsters coming up." 
And to this point, the U.S. Olympic Track and Field Trials 
have been dominated by America’s new crop of stars, 
fellows such as Harvey Glance, Houston McTear and Edwin 
Moses and Kathy McMillan, Sherron Walker, Chandra 
Cheesborough and Evelyn Ashford among the women. 
But the oldsters haven’t been denied. However, their 
Olympic berths have been won in the field events which 
traditionally are dominated by the over SO generation. 
World record holder Mac Wilkins, John Powell and Jay 
Silvester finished 1-2-3 in the discus, which was not all that 
surprising except for Silvester’s big comeback at age 38, in 
the first final on Monday’s program, but before the long day 
was over such lesser knowns as Moses and Brenda Morehead 
had scored big victories, proving Mann correct. 
There is a definite changing of the guard going on during 
these Trials which will determine the U.S. team for the 
Games at Montreal next month. 
Morehead, a rather oldish 23-year-old sophomore from Ten­ 
nessee State, was a real revelation, running literally with the 
wind to post an eyepopping 11.08 in the women’s IOO meter 
final. That’s only four-one hundreds of a second off the 
world record for electronic time. The hand timers caught 
her in 10.8, which tied the record set by Renate Steelier of 
East Germanv in 1973. 


A few minutes earlier, Moses, who is 20, won the men’s 
400-meter hurdles in 48.30. That’s the third fastest time ever 
for the event being beaten only by John Akii-Bua’s 47.82 in 
the 1972 Olympic Games at Munich and David Hemery’s 
48.12 in the 1968 Games at Mexico City. 
“I figured if I ran my race the way I’m capable,’’ said 
Moses, who failed to qualify for the NCAA Championships 
and was fourth in the AAU, “somebody would have to break 
the American record to beat me." 
Chee se borough was second to Morehead in the IOO while 
Ashford was third. Quentin Wheeler was second to Moses 
and Michael Shine was third. Those aren’t exactly household 
names—yet—but they could be a month from now. 
Wilkins took the discus with a throw of 224-2, well under his 
world mark of 232-6, but he won easily as former record 
holders Powell and Silvester proved no real challenge. 
Powell had a best of 220-11 and Silvester, who is happy with 
his fourth Olympic berth, had a best of 212-5.

U.S. team's 
swim hopes 
on the rise 
LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - Just in 
case America’s swimmers needed an ex­ 
tra boost in momentum going into the 
Montreal Olympics, Shirley Babashoff 
and Brian Goodell took care of it. 
On the final night of the U.S. Trials, 
Babashoff, 19, and the 17-year-old 
Goodell set world records with sizzling 
performances. 
“I think this gives everybody a lot 
more confidence,’’ Babashoff said. “It 
shows everybody what can be done.’’ 
America’s swimming queen took away 
East German Petra Thurmer’s world 
800-meter freestyle mark in 8:39.63 and 
GoodeU, a high school junior and a Mis­ 
sion Viejo (Calif.) Nadadores’ teammate 
of Babashoff, erased Australian Steve 
HoUand’s world record in the 1,500 
freestyle in 15:06.66 The old records 
were 8:40.68 and 15:10.89. 
“I believe a sub 15-minute 1,500 is pos­ 
sible,’’ said Goodell. 
Monday night’s dazzling clockings by 
the teen-age pair brought to four the 
total number of world records during the 
six-day trials. There also were 13 
American records. 
Technically, there was a fifth world 
record, too. Bobby Hackett of Yonkers, 
N.Y., who was second in the 1,500 in 
15:12.75, broke another Holland mark 
when he swam the first 800 meters in 
8:02.91. 
“I figured it would take a world record 
to win,’’ said GoodeU, who set a world 
mark in the 400-meter freestyle Friday 
night. “Early in the day, I sat around and 
imagined what the crowd would be like. 
Then I listened to the crowd cheering 
Shirley on and it was great. When a 
crowd is cheering for you, it helps. It 
really sparks you.’’ 
Babashoff, a sophomore at Golden 
West College, entered five events here. 
She won all five—the IOO, 200,400 and 800 
freestyle races and the 400-meter in­ 
termediate medley. In addition to the 
five, she’ll swim on the sprint and 
medley relays at Montreal. 
Her8Qp freestyle time was particularly 
satisfying since the East German women 
had swept all the American world 
records off the books at their trials in 
East Berlin this month. 
“A lot of people didn’t think we could 
beat any of their times,’’ said Babashoff, 
who has insisted that the U.S. girls will 
beat their East German competition in 
Canada.“Well, this just proved we can.’’ 
Asked if she minded being referred to 
as a female Mark Spitz, she smiled, “He 
didn’t swim the 800.” 
In a race in which former world record 
holder Tim Shaw finished eighth, 
Goodell proved he might be this 
country’s No. I male swimmer at 
Montreal. Backstroker John Naber of 
Menlo Park, Calif., set the other world 
record here.

Chalk up an 'E' on Kuhn

NEW YORK (UPI) — One of the biggest weaknesses that 
can be shown by any leader of a nation, movement, industry 
or sport is inconsistency in making decisions because that 
only invites chaos. Right there is where Bowie Kuhn may 
have let himself get picked off first base by Charlie Finley. 
Kuhn claimed he was acting in baseball’s “best interest’’ 
last Friday when he canceled Finley’s sales of Joe Rudi and 
RolUe Fingers to the Red Sox and Vida Blue to the Yankees 
for 63.5 million. 
There is great doubt whether Kuhn can do that legally, and 
that thought certainly must have occurred to him, so he 
chose to do it under the authority vested in him as baseball 
commissioner. Even in that capacity his ruling is open to 
question since it is utterly inconsistent with the fact he never 
has seen fit to void any other baseball deal on the same 
grounds before. 
If he acted purely because the money involved seemed to 
him to be getting out of hand, how can he justify the fact he 
stood by and did absolutely nothing when Catfish Hunter 
went to the Yankees for 63 million? Technically, that was a 
sale, too. Hunter sold himself to the Yanks. Did Kuhn see 
that as being in the “best interest” of baseball? 
What about Andy Messersmith going to the Braves for 61 
million? The commissioner didn’t knock that one out, either. 
His action now emerges all the more unilateral because he 
never moved a millimeter to interfere when Finley was pay­ 
ing out his money for players to other clubs, when the cash 
flow was the other way around. 
“He says I’m hurting my ball club by selling my players, 
but how come there wasn’t a peep out of him when I gave 
Bob Short of the Washington Senators 6300,000 in 1971 for 
Mike Epstein and Darold Knowles?’’ Finley wants to 
know, “Does he have seme kind of double standard where 
it’s aU right for me to pay someone else for his ball players 
but where I’m not allowed to get paid for mine?’’ 
Tom Yawkey, the Red Sox owner, makes a good point. 


“I fail to see the difference between buying a player for 
the 625,000 waiver price and buying one for 61 million,’’ he 
says. 
Charlie Finley has taken a lot of criticism for being 
money hungry but there is evidence the other way around as 
well There have been days when the weather was so bad in 
Oakland and the crowd so small, it would’ve been to Finley’s 
financial advantage to postpone the game, but if be felt the 
chances of winning outweighed the possibility of losing, he 
always went right ahead and played the game. 
I asked Charlie Finley why he felt compelled to sell Rudi, 
Fingers and Blue when he did, knowing he has had good of­ 
fers for all three long before this but had always turned them 
down 
"It s simple,” he said. “You have to remember I have 
never been interested in seUing ball players. At the beginn­ 
ing of the season if you recall I made a deal with Baltimore. I 
gave up (Reggie) Jackson and (Ken) Holtzman for three 
players Had I wanted to sell players simply for the sake of 
selling them, I could’ve easily sold them.” 
That’s absolutely true. The Mets made Finley an enor­ 
mous money offer for Jackson and were turned down. 
“I wasn’t interested in selling my players,” he repeated. 
‘‘When they didn’t sign their contracts, though, I tried to 
make trades for them, which I felt would help my ball club. I 
tried right up to the trading deadline and when I couldn’t 
make those trades, I had no alternative.” 
Now Charlie Finley is suing Bowie Kuhn and baseball for 
610 million, charging restraint of trade. 
He’s anxious to see what happens at the end of the season 
when those players of his who haven’t signed become free 
agents. 
“Do you think our great Commissioner Kuhn can be con­ 
sistent” Charlie Finley posed the question “Do you think 
he wiU say to these players ‘You can’t jump to the other 
club, you gotta stay with Finley?’” 
Charlie Finley asks the question and laughs.

Two years ago, the 25-year- 
old right-hander came within 
two outs of pitching a no-hitter 
against Oakland but light- 
hitting Dick Green singled and 
the A’s went on to score five 
runs and win the game. The 
memory of that near-gem 
turned disaster haunted Gar­ 
land immediately after Pe­ 
trocelli’s hit. 
"As soon as he hit the ball, I 
realized it was the same kind of 
pitch that Green hit off me 
when I lost a no-hitter and the 
game against the A’s two years 
ago,’’ Garland recalled after 
his 2-0 victory. "The happy note 
is that I went on to win this 
game instead of losing it.” 
Garland, who walked only one 
and struck out IO, yielded an in­ 
field single to Rick Miller in the 
ninth to finish with a two-hitter 
and pick up his seventh victory 
without a loss. More important­ 
ly, however, he pitched the first 
complete game of his big 
league career and helped the 
Orioles keep pace with the New 
York Yankees by winning their 
seventh straight game. 
The main scoreboard in 
Memorial Stadium wasn’t 
working and the auxiliary 
scoreboard in right field didn’t 
list hits or errors but it didn’t 
matter to Garland because he 
knew the situation.

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$12.85 billion 'compromise' 
budget incorporates ALRB 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) - 
Legislative conferees assem­ 
bled a compromise $12.85 
billion state budget Monday, ap­ 
proving Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s long-fought appro­ 
priation to revive the Agricul­ 
tural Labor Relations Board 
The spending package for the 
fiscal year beginning July I was 
smaller than versions passed 
earlier by both the Senate and 
Assembly, and only $122 million 
more than requested by Brown. 
After a week of slogging 
through hundreds of individual 
spending items, the two-house 
conference committee complet­ 
ed its work with a party-line 
vote in favor of Brown’s $6.8 
million request to bring the 
ALRB back to life. 
“You’re really caving into an 
overbearing governor on this,’’ 
protested Republican Sen. Den­ 
nis Carpenter of Newport 
Beach. “You won’t be helping 
the growers or the unions, but 
just perpetuating this mess," 
But spirited by Brown’s 
weekend appointments to va­ 
cancies on the board, the com­ 
mittee’s four Democrats voted 
by a show of hands to try once 
more to crack the six-month 


stalemate that has stopped the 
ALRB’s historic secret-ballot 
union elections. 
The Republican committee 
members, Carpenter and As­ 
semblyman Frank Lanterman, 
of La Canada, did not vote. 
There was no call for a show of 
hands for “no" votes. 
Democratic 
Assemblyman 
Daniel Boatwright of Concord, 
co-chairman of the committee, 
argued that reviving the board 
would take the steam out of 
Cesar Chavez’ campaign to win 
voter passage of a rival farm 
labor initiative measure on the 
Nov. 2 ballot. 
The budget will now be 
returned to the floors of both 
houses for approval before be­ 
ing sent to Brown. The gover­ 
nor has the power to reduce or 
eliminate spending items, but 
cannot add to the budget. 
In another controversial 
area, the committee turned 
down Brown’s proposal to grant 
nearly all state workers a flat 
$70 monthly pay raise. But law­ 
m akers acknowledged the 
governor probably would get 
his way in the end through 
separate legislation already 
passed by the Senate.

What the committee did on 
the salary question was ap­ 
prove the $168 million needed to 
cover the pay raises, but denied 
Brown the authority to distrib­ 
ute it equally to each employe. 
That meant that without pas­ 
sage of the separate bill, the 
money would be turned over to 
the state Personnel Board and 
university trustees for alloca­ 
tion in the traditional manner 
— as a percentage of an 
employe’s salary. 
The $168 million would mean 
an average 6.5 per cent raise 
for all employes except judges 
and highway patrolmen who are 
granted special salary benefits 
by law. Legislators and con­ 
stitutional officers also were 
not included 
Brown proposed the one year- 
only flat pay increase as a 
m eans to assist low paid 
employes at a time of high in­ 
flation. More than half of the 
state work force stood to 
benefit from the proposal, but 
opponents argued it would un­ 
derm ine the civil service 
system.

TH E CITY COUNCIL OF THE

Premises in the C-q zone shall be 
subject to the development stan­ 
dards prescribed in this section and 
those standards in Title 3 (General 
Regulations). 


1. Lot area. 
Each lot or parcel of land in C-2 
zone shall have a minimum lot area 
of not less than seven thousand 
(7,000) square feet. 
2. Lot width. 
Minimum of 60 feet. 


3. Yards. 
a. Front yard. 
Not required. 


b. Side yards. 


Each lot or parcel of land in C-2 
zone which has a side lot line 
adjoining property in a residential 
zone shall have a side yard of not 
less than ten (IO) feet in width on 
the side adjoining such residential 
lot or parcel of land. 


c. Rear yard. 


Each lot or parcel of land in C-2 
zone which has a rear lot line 
adjoining property in a residential 
zone shall have a rear yard of not 
less than ten (IO) feet. 


4. Height lim it. 


No lot or parcel of land in the C-2 
zone shall have a building or struc­ 
ture in excess of four stories, or 
fifty (SO) feet in height, whichever 
is less. 


$. Signs 


Each lot or parcel of land in the 
C-2 zone may have the following 
signs: 


a. Not more than three signs as 
defined herein, provided that the 
total sign area for all allowable 
signs, for each site or occupancy, 
shall not exceed two (2) square feet 
of sign area for each linear foot of 
street occupancy 
frontage, 
provided, further that in no case 
shall the allowable sign area for 
each site or occupancy exceed three 
hundred (300) square feet. 


b. Other signs as permitted in 
Chapter 3, Article I, Section 8640. 


c. No ground sign may extend 
above a height of ten (107 feet as 
measured from the highest sur­ 
rounding finished grade. No roof 
sign may extend higher than ten

building to which it is attached. 


d. No pole sign may exceed a 
height of twenty-five (2$) feet as

Bilingual cost 


In 1975, Congress passed an 
extension to the Federal 
Voting Rights Act which 
stated that if more than five 
per cent of a county area con­ 
sisted of a minority voting 
block, bilingual ballots would 
be printed for those voters 
who might not understand 
English. 
We have previously expres- 
sedour dissatisfaction with this 
law and have stated we feel 
any person able to vote in this 
country should also have a 
responsibility in learning the 
language sufficiently to un­ 
derstand what the ballot says. 
After all, even though English 
m ay not be the n ative 
language of the country from 
which a person came, when he 
accepts citizenship in the U.S., 
the English language becomes 
his new language.

We feel the bilingual ballot 
is a disservice to the electorate 
generally, to the taxpayer who 
must fund it, and finally to the 
minority voter who has had 
one more incentive for learn­ 
ing English removed from his 
existence and otherwise ac­ 
climating.

Requiem for a commission 


Lompoc Unified School District’s state 
mandated Personnel Commission may 
be on the way out, victim of the coming 
age of collecUve bargaining. 
That was the word as the district’s 
three-member commission discussed the 
future at a meeting last week. Assistant 
Supt. Alice Milligan, who serves as com­ 
mission secretary, said 
she expected legisla­ 
tion 
that would 
drastically change the 
form at, 
if 
not 
eliminate the commis­ 
sion entirely. 


The commission 
came into being in 
D ecem ber 
1967, 
charged with oversee­ 
ing classified person­ 
nel activities; hearing 
appeals from dismis­ 
sals; formulating 
rules of employment; administering the 
district’s merit pay system (local civil 
service type of system); reclassifying 
employes and positions; and a chore that

the commissioners looked forward to 
each spring; a recommendation to the 
school board on salaries for the district’s 
300 classified employes. That latter func­ 
tion will be no more. Under the new 
collective bargaining law, which 
becomes fully effective on July I, the 
local chapter of California School 
Employes Association (CSEA), will 
negotiate direcUy with school board 
representatives, for the best salaries 
they can get. 
Milligan confirmed the change: “The 
personnel commission will be getting out 
of the salary business.’’ Exactly what 
the overall function of the commission 
would be after the change was not im­ 
mediately clear. 
It was during a related discussion (Hi 
the election of commission officers that 
Eugene L. H use man, commission vice 
chairperson, said he would not seek reap­ 
pointment when his term of office ex­ 
pires in December of this year. “I feel 
impotent,’’ he said, referring to the 
dwindling duties assigned to the body.

WASHINGTON - We are so preoc­ 
cupied with our own presidential election 
that we have ignored the fact that elec­ 
tions in Western Europe could have con­ 
sequences creating as great an uncer­ 
tainty for the future as a possible shift of 
power would here at home. The old order 
that has prevailed with some variations 
since the end of World 
War ll is changing and 
what is to come no one 
can foretell with any 
assurances. 
Some attention has 
been paid to the 
Italian elections on 
June 20 and 21. The 
threat of a large Com­ 
munist vote and a 
resultant coalition 
government gives 
NATO a bad case of 
the 
shakes. 
The plight of the Christian Democratic 
party is not unlike that of the 
Republicans here. They are unable to 
revitalize their party because the same 
old faces have turned up in one fragile 
government after another. 
West Germany’s elections on October 
3 threaten to dislodge the coalition of 
Socialists and Free Democrats that has 
so long prevailed. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt is a popular figure throughout 
the country with a wide appeal to all par­ 
ties. 
But his Social Democrats have lost one 
provincial election after another and the 
polls reflect their declining strength. The 
handicap of the Christian Democrats is 
that they have to figure to match 
Schmidt. A new coalition with the Free 


Democrats joining the Christian 
Democrats would provide an opening for 
Franz Joseph Strauss, head of the 
Bavarian branch of the Christian 
Democrats denounced by leftists as neo- 
fascist. 
In Sweden, where an election will be 
held on September 19, the polls show 
Prime Minister Olof Palme and his 
Social Democrats running far behind the 
two centrist parties. This could spell the 
end of 40 years of Social-Democratic 
government. A center-right coalition, 
frustrated in one election after another, 
would move to ease the burden of taxes 
levied to pay for social welfare stan­ 
dards that are the highest in the world. 
The burden was dramatized by the 
arrest of Ingmar Bergman, the great 
film director, for allegedly failing to pay 
taxes on Swiss bank deposits. This 
created loud repercussions as Bergman 
left Sweden vowing never to return to his 
film studios in Stockholm. 
To cut back taxes would almost of 
necessity mean reducing welfare 
benefits. That would be difficult to do in 
a country where a high standard of living 
has been sustained by phenomenally 
large old-age pensions and a nationwide 
medical care system. 
While an upset in Sweden would not br­ 
ing repercussions anywhere near those 
from a radical change in West Germany, 
it would nevertheless have a shock effect 
in Scandinavia. Norway is in a flap over 
impending oil wealth that would, in 
theory at least, give each of her 4 million 
citizens wealth comparable to that of the 
Kuwaiti in the fabulously oil-rich nation 
in the Persian Gulf. 


In France elections are not due until 
1978. But the suspicion is growing in 
Paris that President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing may not wait until the 
Socialists and Communists have come 
together, each with greatly increased 
strength. Instead, in the near future he 
will dissolve the Assembly and call a 
quick election. The French Communists 
in the interval are trying to prove that 
they are not vassals of Moscow but have 
their own independent French policy. 
In Britain the narrow margin held by 
Labor could be shattered if Harold 
Wilson's successor. James Callaghan, 
fails to get the unions to moderate their 
demands in accord with government 
policy. As for Spain. King Juan Carlos, 
the successor to Franco, is struggling 
thus far with little success to achieve a 
more moderate policy. He is opposed by 
the hard-line followers of Franco who 
stand in the way (rf any change what­ 
soever. 
This is enough to indicate that 1977 is 
likely to have little resemblance to 1976 
and that the President for the four years 
to come will have to make some new 
calculations. Adjustment to. say, an 
Italian government with two or three 
Communists in the cabinet will not be 
easy. 
American leadership will require 
more skill, more finesse, more 
willingness to compromise than in re­ 
cent years. So-called summit con­ 
ferences which President Ford proposes 
to hold on the eve of the Republican con­ 
vention will serve as nothing more than a 
source of film for the television 
cameras.

CIA sex shop 


WASHINGTON - In contrast to the 
haphazard sex on Capitol Hill, the 
Central Intelligence Agency for years 
has conducted an elaborate and efficient 
sex operation. 
Few national secrets have been more 
carefully guarded, but the CIA has 
provided kings, presidents, potentates 
and magistrates with 
fem ale 
com ­ 
panionship. On a lower 
level, girls have been 
made available to 
defectors and the 
CIA’s own agents. 
Som etim es, the 
CIA’s guests bring 
their own partners. 
More often , the 
agency selects girls 
from its vice files ac­ 
cording to specifica­ 
tion. The agency also 
provides “safe houses” where the 
liaisons can be consummated in 
protected privacy. 
The CIA’s sex shop, according to 
Berry’s Wbrld 
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•7 think I've discovered the root of your problem 
—■ you BELIEVE everything you reed!" 


sources in a position to know, is run by 
the Office of Security. Although this divi­ 
sion has many functions, it acts primari­ 
ly as the CIA’s internal police force. 
Through field offices scattered around 
the country, the Office of Security main­ 
tains close ties with state and local 
police forces. In each field office, a 
“black book” is kept of the males and 
females who can be safely recruited to 
entertain the CIA’s visitors. 
The black books contain names, phone 
numbers and titillating details, which 
are gleaned largely from local vice 
squads In Washington, for example, CIA 
agents used to pay regular visits to the 
police department’s vice squad to 
photograph documents 
The late Deputy Chief Roy E. Blick, 
who headed the “sex squad’’ for years, 
kept exhaustive recores on “perverts" 
and “miscreants” around the country. 
He had a dose, backroom relationship 
with the CIA, say our sources. 
During the 1964-’74 period, the sex 
operation was supervised by security 
director Harold Osborn. Some of his sub­ 
ordinates, according to our sources, 
regaled their friends with stories about 
the sex episodes they were privy to. As 
they told it, they were called upon to fill 
some occasional bizarre requests. 
Each black book entry, according to 
sources with access to the files, contains 
some fascinating vital statistics — 
physical description, measurements, 
health status and sexual specialities. 
This inside information is used to 
produce sexual partners for princes and 
potentates, defectors and agents. The 
congressional investigations of the CIA, 
however, skirted the sex operation. The 
House In telligen ce Com m ittee 
stumbled onto the information that the 
CIA once provided an unidentified Mid­ 
dle East monarch with female compa­ 
nions. We have learned that the king in 
question was Jordan’s Hussein. 
It’s the CIA’s own foreign agents, com­ 
ing in from the cold, who make the most 
use of the "safe houses. ” When an under­ 
cover operative reports back to the 
United States, he Is whisked to a “safe 
house" and a “case officer” is assigned 
to watch over him. 
The officer is supposed to keep his 
charge happy and to provide for his 
needs. If occasionally the need should be 
sexual, the right contact in the Office of 
Security is called upon, the black book is 
whipped out and the desired companion 
is procuured 
The CIA uses sex for an even more 
seamy purpose. As we reported over a 
year ago, the agency has used prostitutes 
to lure foreign diplomats into love traps 
where their sexual antics were filmed 


through one-way mirrors. The film was 
later used to blackmail the foreigners 
into becoming informants. 
In New York, the CIA maintained 
adjoining efficiency apartments on the 
sixth floor of a high rise building in 
Greenwich Village. On the wall of the 
blackmail apartment was a large 
painting of two ships. But the painting 
was actually a one-way virror. 
On the other side of the wall, CIA 
agents could watch the action through 
the see-through painting and film the 
most intimate moments. The painting 
was strategically placed so that it gave 
the CIA observers a full view of the sofa, 
which opened into a bed. A Japanese 
screen, implanted with microphones, 
provided the sound for the CIA’s 
blackmail movies. 
In San Francisco, the CIA operated a 
similar apartment equipped only with 
bugging devices, not observation 
mirrors. The New York apartment was 
used from about 1960 to 1966, the San 
Francisco apartment from the late 1950s 
to about 1965 


Footnote: We confronted Harold 
Osborn with the facts about the sex 
operation. He denied that any such 
operation was conducted “during my 
tenure.” A CIA spokesman had no com­ 
ment. Our calls to the Washington police 
and Jordanian embassy had not been 
returned at press time. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL: At the end of 
a grueling day, President Ford takes a 
plunge in the White House pool to relieve 
the tensions. He usually manages to get 
into the pool about 8 p.m., but sometimes 
he doesn’t make it until late at night. The 
murder in Lebanon last week of U.S. 
Ambassador Francis Meloy Jr., for ex­ 
ample, upset the President and kept him 
at his desk later than usual But a late- 
night swim helped to revive the ex­ 
hausted and depressed Ford. 


Before Myron Kuropas left the Action 
agency to become President Ford’s 
ethnic affairs adviser, he issued some in­ 
temperate instructions to his staff: “In 
view of the inordinate number of 
meetings being held by women during 
the past month, no additional meetings 
are to be held by women without prior 
authorization...” He told us he regretted 
writing the memo. His intent, he said, 
was to get the women on his staff to work 
more and talk less.
